1.  EARLY  SOUTHERN  PERCUSSION  SUPERPOSED  DOUBLE 
BARREL  PISTOL.  L.  8Vz;  Cal.  abt.  38. 

Double  trigger,  “mule-ear”  banimer?,  rifle  barrels,  apple  wood 
stock,  brass  cap-box  in  tbe  butt.  Iron  mounts,  no  marks. 

2.  RARE  PHILA.  PERCUSSION  CARRIAGE  PISTOL.  L.  8 ins. 

Very  heavy  barrel  about  calibre  .41.  Engraved  iron  mount- 
ings. Lock  marked  “Deringer  Philadelphia.”  Plain  piece,  of 
extreme  rarity,  in  fairly  good  condition. 

3.  ENGLISH  FLINT-LOCK  OFFICER’S  PISTOL.  L.  15 in.  Date 
1745. 

Made  by  the  celebrated  D.  Egg, — one  of  England’s  most  fam- 
ous old-time  makers.  Fancy  engraved  brass  mountings.  No 
ramrod  and  crack  in  stock.  A high  grade  pistol. 

4.  PAIR  OF  DRAGOON  FLINT  LOCK  PISTOLS.  L.  16  ins. 

Handsome  pieces  with  a crowned  “O  N”  on  tbe  lock.  Very 
heavy  flint  lock  pistols,  brass  flat  butts  with  rings,  heavy  brass 
trigger  guards  and  brass  tipped  ends  on  extended  stocks. 

5.  VERY  RARE  SPANISH  FLINTLOCK  PISTOL.  L.  161^  ins. 

Half  octagon  slightly  belled  barrel  inlaid  with  silver,  lock 
and  mounts  beautifully  chiselled,  massive  butt  cap,  two  silver 
portrait  medallions  on  mounts,  makers  seal  on  barrel  and  lock. 

An  unusually  fine  Spanish  Pistol  of  the  period  of  1750,  stock 
cracked  and  small  piece  at  thimhle  gone.

Cliainberefl  for  Smith  & Wesson  .32  cartridges. 

A curious  freak  pistol,  to  be  carried  concealed  in  the  palm  of  the 
hand;  fired  hy  squeezing  in  the  hand  with  the  barrel  between  the 
first  and  second  fingers. 

Pencil  pistols,  nickel  finish,  are  quite  rare,  as  but  few  were  made. 

7.  PENCIL  PISTOL:  BLUED  FINISH.  Entire  Length  3%  ins. 

Chanihered  for  a Smith  & Wesson  .32. 

Rare  little  pistol  fired  by  holding  in  the  palm  of  the  hand  and 
pushing  spring  trigger  with  two  fingers.  Scarce. 

8.  DOT  BLE  BARREl.LED  SHOTGUN.  L.  46  in.;  1/2  in.  Cal. 

Donhle  barrels  of  twist  steel,  with  milled  strap,  concealed 
nnderhaminers,  safety:  breechloader;  beautifully  polished  ma- 
hogany stock,  with  checkered  pistol  grip;  blued  steel  mounts, 
engraved — the  butt  plate  milled  in  diamond  design. 

Mark:  Syracuse  Arms  Co.  Fine  Damascus. 

From  the  estate  of  the  man  who  succeeded  John  Howard  Payne  as 
Consul  at  Tripoli  and  who  bought  his  house  and  contents  there. 

9.  DANIEL  BOONE  FAMILY  FOWLING  PIECE.  L.  57  in.;  18  gauge. 

Cap-lock  fowling  piece  altered  from  flint-lock.  Procured  of 
W.  E.  Boone,  a descendant  of  Jacob  Boone  (first  cousin  to 
Daniel  Boone,  the  noted  pioneer ) . This  gun  was  secured  from 
the  actual  descendants  and  has  been  described  in  several  dif- 
ferent magazines  and  newspapers,  including  the  National  Sports- 
man for  October,  1922.  Mark:  Ketland,  London. 

A fowling  piece  originally  the  property  of  Jacob  Boone,  who  was 
horn  in  Bucks  Co.,  Pa.,  in  1744,  and  was  first  cousin  to  Daniel  Boone. 
In  177.5  Jacob  moved  to  Franklin  Co.,  Virginia,  he  died  in  1814  and 
was  buried  at  Boone’s  Mill,  Va.  A son  named  Daniel  brought  the 
gun  with  him  to  Michigan  in  1845  and  when  he  died  in  1872  it  went 
to  his  son  Preston  in  whose  possession  it  remained  until  1904  when 
he  gave  it  to  his  nephew,  and  a grandson  of  the  “second  Daniel”  (the 
original  owner’s  son),  W.  E.  Boone.  The  affidavit  accompanying  the 
gun  is  from  him  and  from  Eliza  Boone  Ford,  the  only  living  child  of 
the  “second  Daniel.” 

It  is  the  typical  old  time  fowling  piece — just  the  gun  that  a man 
who  was  looking  for  service  (not  for  show)  would  be  inclined  to 
pick  out.  The  authenticity  of  this  old  weapon  is  established  as 
coming  from  a direct  Boone  descendant — even  to  the  name — and 
such  being  the  case,  it  is  a very  <lesirable  acquisition.  It  has  not 
been  cleaned,  and  the  two  screws  are  still  missing  leaving  it  still  just 
in  the  condition  it  came  from  W.  E.  Boone. 

From  the  family  history  handed  down,  it  is  believed  that  this  old 
gun  WAS  OFTEN  IN  THE  HANDS  OF  Daniel  Boone,  as  he  made  long 
visits  to  Jacob’s  home,  and  it  would  be  a very  natural  thing  for  him 
to  have  used  it  when  failing  eyesight  would  not  warrant  the  use  of  a 
rifle.

Percussion,  six-shot,  octagon  barrel,  blued  cylinder;  brass 
guard.  Walnut  grip.  Mark:  Pat.  Dec.  16,  1861,  Manfg.  by 
Remington  s Ilion,  N.  Y.  In  velvet  lined  mahogany  case  witli 
some  accessories  including  a fine  reeded  copper  flask. 

11.  SIGNAL  PISTOL.  L.  16  ins. 

Heavy  and  with  plain  wood  handle  with  ring.  Mark:  F.  L. 
8687. 

12.  ENGRAVED  GERMAN  CAVALRY  SWORD. 

Metal  half  basket  guard,  ebony  ribbed  grip;  metal  scabbard; 
the  blade  finely  carved  with  a Regiment  charging  and  trophies.
